Lake Success. Nov. 25.--The United Nations rojected 
decisively today a Soviet Russian peace plan which carried a 
clause accusing the United Statzs and Britain of preparing a 
third world war. Then, by 53 votes to five the United Nations 
approved an American-British programme for paace. The mar- 
gin for the American-British proposal was the biggest the West 
has ever received in the UN on a major question. 

The Russian bloc of five stood alone against it and Yugo- 


slavia abstained. 


The heart of Mr -Vyshinsky’s proposal was knocked out 


41 to 6 in the 59-Nation Political Committee.

STAY AT JOB 


Poris, Nov. 25.—France’s 
24-hour general strike ap- 
peared today to be a near 
fnilure. Workers were in- 
sisting on staying at worl, 
reports throughout France 
showed. 

It was clear that the 
strike was far from general. 

A Socialist Cabinet Minis- 
ter, M. Eugene Thomas, 
who heads the Post Office. 
said the strike ‘is 8 fiasco.”

glasses. Or, get some corrugated 
cardboard from your = grocer 
and wrap a strip -completely 
around cach gloss, fastening 
with a rubber band, string or 
tape. Both these methods may 
take a little tint, but are weil 
worth It, especially for very 
fine pieces. If paper Is used, 
make sure each glass Is wrah- 
ped In at least three sheets. ‘In 
any case, set them upside-down 
and side by side tn your pack- 
Ing ense; don’t lay them length- 
wise. And, says Marshall 
Rogers, never use Ddarrels to 
pack glassware or china, Safest 
contalners are cartons — the 
grocery store kind. .
